Columbiana County ’s planning program re­ 
ceived ft setback Th ursday afternoon wh en th e 
county commissioners decided against adopting 
th e proposed subdivision regulations for th e 
present. 
Th e commissioners, despite unanimous ap­ 
proval by th e Regional Planning Commission 
of th e Regulations and support from almost all 
developers, realtors and bankers, decided to 
wait again to take final action on th e provisions. 
A prime concern of th e commissioners was 
th e attitude of some townsh ip trustees about 
th e Regulations, but th e committee wh ich pre­ 
pared th e regulations was h eaded by Rich ard 
Sanford of Liverpool Townsh ip, wh o is president 
of th e county ’s Trustees and Clerks Association. 
Furth ermore, Sanford’s committee 
w h i c h 
spent over a y ear preparing and revising th e 
regulations, consisted of realtors, financing au­ 
th orities and oth ers involved in development of 
property . 
Th e subdivision regulations wh ich establish 
minimum standards* for real estate development 
h ave been termed a vital foundation for plan­ 
ning and progress in th is county . 
Th e proposals h ave been th rough a length y 
process of preparation and approval a public 
h earing and presentation to th e commissioner* 
wh o last month indicated th ey would adopt th e 
regulations as soon as certain amendments were 
made. Th ese h ave been made. 
Th ere h as been no general reaction against 
th e measures: indeed, almost all knowledgeable 
auth orities and developers h ave endorsed th em. 


One objection spelled out at vesterday ’s com­ 
missioners session was th at th e righ ts of th e 
individual land owner are being taken away . 
Actually , th e regulations apply to th ose land­ 
h olders wh o are planning commercial develop­ 
ments, and set certain standards wh ich are of a 
benefit to h im and to th ose wh o plan to pur­ 
ch ase th e property . 
Th e men and women wh o h elped found and 
develop th e county ’s planning program, and 
th ose wh o realize th e importance of th e sub­ 
division regulations and oth er planning guide­ 
lines contemplated for th e county h ope th at th e 
commissioners will act sow) on adoption of th e 
vital proposals. 
To overlook th e meaning of th ese standards 
Is to miss entirely th e purpose of planning and 
th e potential for progress It h olds for Columbi­ 
ana County . Th e county became committed to 
a planning program over th ree y ears ago. and 
too much money and time h as been spent to 
forego th e future and write off th e th ousands 
of dollars and h undreds of man h ours as down 
th e drain. 
James Boy d, president of th e commissioners 
wh o h eld th e deciding vote y esterday , h as in th e 
past sh own commendable support for th e plan­ 
ning program and for th e key subdivision regu­ 
lations. In fact, h e said y esterday h e favors 
th em, but wants additional time for possible 
revisions. 
We h ope h e exerts h is leadersh ip to Insure ac­ 
tion as soon as possible on th e regulations 
wh ich make up a key stone for county progress. 


Sha pe Of Thing s To Co me 


The thing 1« a 
dead issue now, but th e th eory 
behind the Oh io Bond Commission was th at a 
g ro wing population and increased activity could 
pro v ide revenue to retire long-term bonds, 
witho ut imposing new taxes. 
Th e alternative was to finance improvements 
on a pay -as-y ou-go basis, meaning new taxes 
righ t now. And th ese new taxes for capital Im­ 
provements would be in addition to new taxes 
for current spending, because in cold fact Oh io 
is committed to more spending th an it can cov­ 
er with existing taxation with no capital im­ 
provements added at all. 
Th e Rh odes administration knows th is. Every ­ 
body knows It. No one, including Gov. Rh odes, 
is talking any more about no new taxes. Th ere 
will be new taxes, unless Oh io is ready to let 
education uplift and every th ing else go by th e 
board. 
Th e Oh io Tax Study Commission is reported 
ready to propose enough new ideas to raise an 
additional $800 million in taxes. 
it is said to be th inking about a one-cent in­ 
crease in th e sales tax, making autos, trucks, 
airplanes and boats personal property subject 
to taxation, eliminating exemptions in present 
taxee, adding a long list of services to sales 
taxation, extending it to include transportation, 
beer a nd malt beverages, even ch anging th e 
tax bracket. 
Also under study are h igh er cigarette taxes, 
franch ise taxes and various business taxes. Th e 
commission's formal report is not due for 
a 
few more day s, but th e sh ape of th ings to 
come Is no my stery in Columbus. 
Oh ioans overwh elming^ th umped down th e 
Oh io Bond Commission proposal, as taxpay ers 
nearly alway s do wh en th ey get a ch ance to 


vote directly on proposals to spend th eir own 
money . 
But th ere will be no direct vote on Oh io Tax 
Commission proposals th at migh t give Oh io tax 
spenders as much as $800 million more to spend 
in tax revenue. Th e Oh io General Assembly 
will make th e decisions. 
Columbus isn’t quite as remote as Wash ington 
in th is respect, but It’s a long way from a po­ 
pular referendum—in wh ich people customarily 
say No.

Law enforcement agencies h ave joined with 
oth er voluntary agencies In th e state in h ope of 
proving wrong th e prediction of 35 death s and 
1.800 injuries for th e four-day Memorial Day 
weekend. 
Too many times in past y ears, predictions 
h ave proved accurate or too low. 
Th ose were th e y ears wh en drivers got care­ 
less. Th ey decided th e extra time gained was 
worth th e ch ance th ey took by speeding and 
driving recklessly . 
All th e enforcement and pleading in th e 
world cannot stay a driver from h is appointed 
date with destiny , unless h e makes up h is mind 
to drive cautiously . 
Efforts by all agencies and organizations are 
laudable. Th ey do call attention to th e danger. 
However, it takes a firm commitment by th e 
driving public to h old down th e bloody toll. 
Th e best single rule to follow is to drive as if 
th e car in front of y ou and th e one beh ind y ou 
were both police cruisers.

Congressional approval of restoration of th e 7 
per cent investment tax credit, suspended since 
last Oct. 10, gives a break to both th e Ameri­ 
can businessman and American taxpay er. 
Th è tax credit measure permits a faster 
building depreciation and doubles th e 25 per 
cent writeoff of tax liabilities in excess of $25,- 
noo 
Th e compromise measure is expected to 
mean a saving of nearly $2 billion to U.S. busi­ 
ness. 
By rescinding th e anti-inflationary action tak­ 
en in October, Congress also may h ave dug th e 
grave for President Joh nson’s proposed 6 per 
cent surch arge on personal and corporate in­ 
come.

First, I want to commend G. L. Hugh es for 
h is "Letter to th e Editor” in reply to Master 
James Crawford’s letter relative to th e “Righ t 
to Work” wh ich appeared in Th e Review May 
19. 
Th e y outh governor of Oh io stated in h is let­ 
ter, and I quote. ‘ Presently , in th e U n i t e d 
States, 22 states h ave ‘Righ t-to-Work’ laws in 
effect.’* Correction, Master Governor, 19 states 
h ave “Righ t to-Work” laws in effect. 
Th en th e Master Governor went on to ask. 
"Wh y doesn't th e state of Oh io h ave a 'Righ t 
to Work’ law.” Th is is very simple to answer. 
Th e voters of Oh io turned it down because it 
was so misleading and because It would wreck 
th e economy of a great industrial state. 
Oh io was not th e only state th at did not want 
any part of th e "Righ t-to-Work” law and it’s 
open-sh op backers: Massach usetts — a bill was 
introduced and defeated in th e State h ouse, 210 
to C. Th is was th e fourth time Massach usetts 
h ad defeated "Righ t to Work ” Idah o-open-sh op 
proposals h ave failed seven times in th e state 
legislature. 
Misso uri — th e issue was defeated in th e 
Misso uri legislature in 1957; Illinois — “Righ t 
to Wo rk” was introduced in th e state senate in 
1957. It never got out of committee. Individual 
“Righ t to Work” petitions h ave been circulat­ 


ing in th e state for y ears. Th ey h ave no legal 
validity . 
California — "Righ t to Work” was smash ed 
3 to 2 in a 1958 referendum; Indiana — repealed 
its “Righ t to Work” bill in 19R5. 
Oklah oma — turned back a “so-called" “Righ t 
to Work” referendum In 1964: New Mexico — 
proposal for a referendum on th e issue was de­ 
feated in th e state legislature 40 to 30. Th is was 
th e sixth time th e state legislature h ad defeated 
an open-sh op proposal. 
To Mr. Youth Governor: Th e above sh ould 
enligh ten y ou and th e proponents of th ese “so- 
called” “Righ t-to-Work” measures wh o tradi­ 
tionally cite th e righ t of personal freedom. 
In conclusion, Master Youth Governor, if y ou 
and y our leaders of tomorrow 20 y ears from 
now, propose to introduce misleading legisla­ 
tion such as th e “so-called” “Righ t-to-Work” 
laws, th ere will be many ready to give y ou and 
th e "so-called” leaders of tomorrow a real battle.

Will U. N. Sink or Swim? 


Th e United Nations faces th e add test of Ha 
& y ears of existence. 
Will it emerge as an international organiza­ 
tion th at interposes measures to avoid big wars 
and keep th e peace — or will it falter?

Th e Soviets, h owever, boasted later th ey 
were supply ing Red Ch ina with war weapons 
and suoplies. May be th ey with h eld th eir veto so 
as to be free to h elp th eir ally carrv out its 
aggression. Th e point h as never been cleared 
up. 


TODAY THE Soviet Union is supply ing arms 
and ammunition to Egy pt, wh ich h as Initiated 
th e emergency in th e Middle East 
It certainly would be politically tactful for 
th e Soviets to refrain again from blocking any 
action by th e Security Council. 
Th is could be done by abstaining from a 
veto. 
Th e wh ole U.N. mach inery , h owever, can h e 
paraly zed if a single member exercises its veto 
in th e Security Council, or if a majority of th e 
General Assembly is unwilling to act. 
Th e Communists today are believed to h ave 
more th an h alf th e members on th eir side in 
major questions affecting Russia or Red Ch ina. 
But if th is is true, it needs to be proved con­ 
clusively before th e world. 
Th e Issue concerns not one country or region 
but all countries. 
Sh all local wars be ignored even if th ey an- 
pear to be precipitating larger conflicts’ Th e 
United States entered th e war in South east Asia 
at th e request of th e South Vietnamese govern­ 
ment and now h as several allies. Tt Is a ‘ col­ 
lective action” as defined in Article 51 of th e 
U.N. Ch arter. 
Th ere h as been a desire by th e U.N to avoid 
intervention in local wars, but th e language of 
th e Ch arter makes it clear th at any situation 
wh ich th reatens international peace can bring 
about U.N. intervention or collective action by 
members. 
Th is was th e case in th e Congo. Th e objec­ 
tive, of course, is to keep conflicts from widen­ 
ing. 
Th e Middle East today Is already menaced 
by a state of war. 
Wh en Egy pt declared a blockade of th e Gulf 
of Aqaba. Israel’s only outlet to th e Red Sea 
and th e Indian Ocean, th is embargo presuma­ 
bly was imposed not merely against sh ips of 
th e country being blockaded but also against 
vessels of neutral countries. 


THE MOMENT a state of war is th reatened 
or begins, th e United Nations h as an obligation 
to suggest steps of a peacemaking nature. It can 
ask for a suspension of th e blockade, or it ran 
recommend th at th e grievances be submitted to 
th e World Court, with sh ipments of nonmilitary 
articles permitted to land in th e interim. 
It can, if necessary , organize among Its 
members a peacekeeping force. 
Th e wh ole world will be expecting th e United 
Nations to live up to th e principles written in 
its Ch arter and toy to keep th e dispute between 
Egy pt and Israel from becoming full-scale war 
If noth ing is done, th e U.N. will h ave demon 
strated its usefulness as an international organ 
ization h as come to an end. 
Would th e United States th en be justified in 
continuing to supply th e biggest sh are of th e 
funds for th e furth er operation of th at body ? 
A different alliance migh t h ave to be formed 
Th e American government is still h opeful, h ow 
ever, th at th e members of th e United Nations 
will not let th e organization perish , as did th e 
League of Nations.

Some of those skeletonized anti communist 
European unions then were aided by such AFL 
specialists as Henry Rutz, Irving Brown and 
Jay IiOvestone. They used money from U S. 
unions 
Some say that there was CIA money 
and the AFF. men deny it But what difference? 
It was still pennies compared with the Soviet’s 
$250 million spent annually on labor and other 
fronts. 
Those Western unions soon were able to fight 
hack. And today they are mighty powerful — 
owning billion dollar banks and their own cor­ 
porations in full capitalist style 
But the Asian unions are dying of financial 
anemia 
And there are those who say that 
transfusicns at such a moment are immoral. 
Lut someone should ask liCong Fook Kee He is 
watching an entire society die.

Will u. N. Sink or Swim? 


The United Nations faces the ad d test of Ha 
22 years of existence. 
Will it emerge as an International organiza­ 
tion that interposes measures to avoid big wars 
and keep the peace — or will it falter? 


The U N. Charter outlines steps that can he 
taken in «uch a situation as has just arisen in 
the Middle East. 
If the U N. doesn’t Intervene, the onlv re­ 
course is “collective action” bv member states. 
This is permissible as a responsibility of the 
participants only and doesn’t require approval 
of either the Security Council or the General 
Assembly. 


The U N. can offer methods of conciliation, 
mediation or adjustment It can. as in the rasp 
of Korea in 1950, call on member nations to act 
together un the auspices of the Security Coun 
cil. 


The Soviet Union, as well as the United 
States, possesses veto power. 
The Russian representative was absent in 
1950 when the Security Council intervened in 
the Korean conflict, and there still Is much 
speculation as to whether this was accidental 
or intentional. 
The Soviets, however, boasted later thev 
were supplying Red China with war weapons 
and supplies Maybe they withheld their veto sn 
as to be free to help their ally carrv out its 
aggression. The point has never been cleared 
up 


TODAY THE Soviet Union is supplying arms 
and ammunition to Egypt, which has initiated 
the emergency in the Middle East 
It certainly would be politically tactful for 
the Soviets to refrain again from blocking any 
action by the Security Council. 
This could be done by abstaining from a 
veto. 
The whole U N machinery, however, can he 
paralyzed if a single member exercises its veto 
in the Security Council, or if a majority of the 
General Assembly is unwilling to act. 
The Communists today are believed to have 
more than half the members on their side in 
m ajor questions affecting Russia or Red China 
But lf this is true, it needs to he proved con­ 
clusively before the world. 
The issue concerns not one country or region 
but all countries. 
Shall local wars be ignored even if they ap­ 
pear to be precipitating larger conflicts’’ The 
United States entered the war in Southeast Asia 
at the request of the South Vietnamese govern 
ment and now has several allies It is a ‘ col­ 
lective action" as defined in Article 51 of the 
U N. Charter. 
There has been a desire bv the U N to avoid 
intervention in local wars, hut the language of 
the Charter makes it clear that any situation 
which threatens international peace can bring 
about U N. intervention or collective action by 
members. 
This was the case in the Congo The objec­ 
tive, of course, is to keep conflicts from widen­ 
ing 
The Middle East today Is already menaced 
by a state of war, 
When Egypt declared a blockade of the Gulf 
of Aqaba. Israel's only outlet to the Red Sea 
and the Indian Ocean, this embargo presuma 
bly was imposed not merely against ships of 
the country being blockaded but also against 
vessels of neutral countries 


THE MOMENT a state of war is threatened 
or begins, the United Nations has an obligation 
to suggest steps of a peacemaking nature. It can 
ask for a suspension of the blockade, or it '’an 
recommend that the grievances he submitted to 
the World Court, with shipments of nonmilitary 
articles permitted to land in the Interim. 
It can, if necessary, organize among Its 
members a peacekeeping force 
The whole world will be expecting the United 
Nations to live up to the principles written in 
its Charter and try to keep the dispute between 
Egypt and Israel from becoming full-scale war 
If nothing Is done the U N. will have demon 
abated its usefulness as an international organ 
iz.ation has come to an end 
Would the United States then be justified in 
continuing to supply the biggest share of the 
funds for the further operation of that body’* 
A different alliance might have to be formed 
The American government is still hopeful, how 
ever, that the members of the United Nations 
will not let the organization perish, as did thr 
league of Nations.

ANSWER: Visiting a p otato farm, Jerry was surp rised to 
learn that they raised new p lants by p utting actual p ota­ 
toes, or p arts of them, in the ground . “Don’t p otatoes hav e 
regular seed s?” he asked . The farmer p ullei up a p lant to 
show him—y ou can see the half grown p otato tubers hanging 
below. He ex p lained that p otatoes hav e flowers and that 
some v arieties hav e fruit and seed s like other p lants, but 
that new p lants raised by p lanting the seed would not re­ 
main true to the p articular v ariety he d esired . “Here is where 
the imp ortance of the ‘ey es’ on p otatoes comes in,” ex p lain­ 
ed the farmer. “New p lants can grow from these ey es as 
well as from seed s, and they stay true to ty p e. One can 
either p lant a whole seed p otato, or cut it in good -sized 
p ieces each of which has an ey e in it.” Potatoes are not 
und erground roots, but rather, enlargements of the end s 
of und erground stems called tubers. One can ex p ect three to 
six full-sized p otatoes from each p lant.

ANSWER: Visiting a potato farm. Jerry was surprised to 
learn that they raised new plants by putting actual pota­ 
toes, or parts of them, in the ground. ‘ Don’t potatoes have 
regular seeds'” ’ he asked The farmer pulled up a plant to 
show him—you can see the half grown potato tubers hanging 
below. He explained that potatoes have flowers and that 
some varieties have fruit and seeds like other plants, but 
that new plants raised by planting the seed would not re­ 
main true to the particular variety he desired “ Here is where 
the importance of the eyes’ on potatoes comes in,” explain­ 
ed the farmer. “ New plants can grow from these eyes as 
well as from seeds, and they stay true to type. One can 
either plant a whole seed potato, or cut it in good-sized 
pieces each of which has an eye in it.” Potatoes are not 
underground roots, but rather, enlargements of the ends 
of underground stems called tubers, (hie can expect three to 
six full-sized potatoes from each plant.

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Long Conflict Would Hurt Arabs 
Minor Effect On Europe’s 
Oil Seen If War Comes 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) - A 
w ar in the Middle E ast should 
have only minor effect on West­ 
ern Europe’s oil supply, but a 
prolonged conflict could hurt the 
economy of the Arab world bad­ 
ly 
The closing of the Suez Canal 
by the 1956 Suez w ar cut West­ 
ern Europe’s main oil artery, 
causing shortages, gasoline ra ­ 
tioning and increased prices. Oil 
executives 
here 
think 
things 
would be very different now if 
w ar broke out between the Ar­ 
abs and Israel. 
Many Western and Arab ob­ 
servers believe President Carn­ 
al Abdel Nasser would not close 
the Suez Canal. Egypt earned 
$209 million from the canal last 
year, and 72 per cent of this was 
paid by oil tankers. The water­ 
way was second only to cotton 
as a revenue producer. 
Eleven years ago the Middle 
E ast supplied more than 80 per 
cent of Western Europe’s crude 
oil, and Venezuela, Canada and 
the United States were the only 
alternate sources. Now the Mid­ 
dle East provides only 58 per 
cent, and oil fields developed 
In Libya, Nigeria and Algeria 
since 1956 — supply almost one- 
third of West European oil im­ 
ports. 
Western Europe also has en­ 
larged 
its storage capacities 
and keeps more reserves on 
hand. 
Even if Nasser closed the ca­ 
nal, oil sources calculate, Suez 
is no longer indispensable to oil 
bound for Europe. 
In the 1950s. they point out, no 
oil tankers larger than 50.000 
tons were In existence. Now 
there are more than 400 super­ 
tankers, and the larger ones can 
m ake the extra 4,750-mile trip 
around South Africa at lower 
cost than sm aller ships going 
through Suez.

Iraq would be bound by its 
nationalist polices to halt ex 
ports to the West, and if it did 
not, Syria would close the pipe­ 
lines from Iraq. But Syria’s re­ 
cent closure of the Iraqi pipe­ 
lines for ll weeks revealed how 
easily Iraqi oil could be re­ 
placed. 
Algeria probably would side 
with Egypt in case of war, but 
all of its oil goes to France, and 
the dependence of the Algerian 
economy on France makes a 
cutoff unlikely. Politically fee­ 
ble Libya might be pressured by 
Cairo on its oil policies, but that 
is problematical 
Iran, outside the Arab world,
